T HE second 
state to 
adopt the Con- 
stitutiou was 
P ennsylvania. 
its urea of 
45,126 square 
miles Is larger 
tlinu the combined New Eng¬ 
land states, except Maine, with 
New Jersey thrown in for good 
measure. Its name means 
"Penn's Woodland" and was so 
named by King Charles II, who 
granted this territory to the 
Quaker, William Penn, aud 
named it in commemoratiou of 
l’enu'a father, who hud been a 
distinguished admiral aud on 
terms of peculiar friendship and 
intimacy wiUi the royul family. 
This grant was made In lieu of 
£10.000, which the king owed Ad¬ 
miral Penn. On this basis it 
origluully cost about $2 a square 
mile. 

Pennsylvania lias assumed 
such an Important pluce among 
the states that it is often called 
the Keystone state. This term 
was probably derived originally 
because her name was carved 
on the keystone of the bridge 
over Rock creek, between Wash¬ 
ington and Georgetown. Later on 
it was applied mi account of the 
great importance of the state in 
natiouul elections. Its delega¬ 
tion to congress totals 38, sec¬ 
ond only in size to that from 
New York, and Pennsylvania 
accordingly has 38 presidential 
electors. 

William Penn first came over 
to America in 1682. The follow- 
•lug year he laid out the city of 
Philadelphia, or "Brotherly 
Love," which was uained after 
u biblical city In Asia Minor. As 
Pennsylvania was the only col¬ 
ony without a seacoast, Penn 
obtained from the duke of York 
the control of Delaware, and un¬ 
til the Revolution these two 
provinces were under the same 
proprietary government. Quar¬ 
rels with Maryland over bound¬ 
aries cuused u formal survey 
to be made by two surveyors.

The popular thing nowadays is to remedy every fauit by law. 
The great editorial brain, pondering on this unfortunate state of 
affairs has evolved a wonderful scheme to remedy it. Let’s have a 
law that no man or women who has not voted in all the elections, 
primary and final, connected with election of any official can criti¬ 
cise any act of that official after he is in office! 

Think what wonderful rest to the jaw power of the country 
such a simple law would effect. Think of all the arguments of 
what they ought to do in Washington we would be spared. Medi¬ 
tate upon the relief of not listening to what the legislature should 
do, in the dpinion of the man who forgot to register. And the 
peace, the calm, the restfulness, if only those who voted for city 
trustees were allowed to talk about them! As for the school trus¬ 
tees, they could pursue the even tenor of their way undisturbed by 
so much as a breath, judging by the volume of votes cast for them 
in this district—eleven last school election, we think was the num¬ 
ber. 

School trustees are a beautiful illustration of the interest 
most communities take in public questions. In this district the 
school budget is more than twice all the other city expenditures 
combined, and possibly a score of voters take the trouble to regis¬ 
ter their choice. If those who didn’t vote couldn’t kick, there 
would be some rays of sunshine in a gloomy world. 

Yfe have always felt it would be so delightful to be be hailed as 
a benefactor to the human race, to have monuments and tablets 
and tablets and things erected in recognition of some great service 
we had rendered suffering humanity. We are certain that this 
plan of ours will revolutionize the political complexion of the coun¬ 
try and that when its full signifigance is recognized we may even 
attain to the dizzy height of having a face cream named after us. 

Fellow citizens, let us organize to institute this great reform! 
Let us have another constitutional amendment, short, simple, 
straight to the point without any circumlocution or involved 
phrases—it will not call for Supreme Court rulings, anyone can 
understand. Here it is, “No votee, no kickee’.”

Now Mint Ihe farmers are stirring 
thinking, and uniting as never before 
to eradicate these Ineijuulities, they 
are siili jei-teil to stern economic lec¬ 
tures, iind are met with the accusation 
that they are demanding, anil are tlie 
recipients of, special privileges. Let 
ns see wliut privileges llie government 
has conferred on the farmers. Much 
has been made of Section 0 of the 
Clayton Anti-Trust Act. which pur¬ 
ported to permit them to combine with 
immunity, under certain conditions. 
Admitting that, nominally, tills ex¬ 
emption was In the nature of a special 
privilege,—though 1 think it was so In 
appearance rather titan In fact,—we 
find that the courts have nullified It 
by judicial Interpretation. Why should 
not the farmers he permitted to ac¬ 
complish by co-operative methods what 
other businesses are already doing by 
co-operation in the form of Incorpora¬ 
tion? If it lie proper for men to form, 
by fusion of existing corporations or 
otherwise, a corporation that controls 
Ibe entire production of a commodity, 
or a large part of It, why Is It not 
proper for a group of fanners to unite 
for Ihe marketing of their common 
products, either in one or In several 
selling agencies? Why should it he 
right for a hundred thousand corporate 
shareholders to direct 25 or 30 or 40 
per cent of an Industry, and wrong for 
a hundred thousand co-operutlve 
farmers to control a no larger propor¬ 
tion of the wheat crop, or cotton, or 
unv oilier product? 

It Is complained that, whereas the 
law restricts Federal Reserve banks 
to three months’ time for commercial 
paper, the farmer Is allowed six 
months on Ills notes. Tills is not a 
special privilege, but merely svu-h a 
recognition of business conditions as 
makes It possible for country banks 
to do business with country people. 
The crop farmer has only one turn¬ 
over a year, while the merchant and 
manufacturer have many. Incidental¬ 
ly, 1 note that the Federal Reserve 
Hoard bus Just authorized the Fed- 
ernl Reserve banks to discount export 
paper for a period of six months, to

The Farm Loan hunks are pointed 
to as an Instance of special govern¬ 
ment favor for farmers. Are they not 
rather the outcome of laudable efforts 
to equalize rural and urban condi¬ 
tions? And about all the government 
does there Is to help set up an ad¬ 
ministrative organization and lend a 
little credit at the start. Eventually 
tlte farmers will provide all the capi¬ 
tal and carry nil the liabilities them¬ 
selves. It Is true that Farm Loan 
bonds are tax exempt; but so are 
bonds of municipal light and traction 
plants, and new housing Is to lie ex¬ 
empt from taxation, In New York, for 
ten yeurs. 

On the other hand, the farmer reads 
of plans for municipal housing proj¬ 
ects that run Into the billions, of hun¬ 
dreds of millions annually spent on 
tlte merchant marine; he reads that 
tlie railways arc being favored with 
Increased rates and vlrtuul guaranties 
of earnings by the government, with 
the result to him of an 'net-eased toll 
on ull that he sells and all that he 
buys. He hears of many manifests 
ttons of governmental concern for par¬ 
ticular industries unit Interests. Res¬ 
cuing.the railways from Insolvency Is 
undoubtedly for the benefit of the 
country as a whole, but what can be 
of more general benefit than encour¬ 
agement of ample production of the 
principal neeessaVles of life and their 
•ven flow from contented producers to 
satisfied consumers? 

While It may be conceded that 
special governmental aid may be nec¬ 
essary in tlie general Interest, we must 
all agree that It Is difficult to see why 
agriculture and tlie production and dis¬ 
tribution of farm products ure not ac¬ 
corded tlie same opportunities that ars 
provided for other businesses; espe¬ 
cially as the enjoyment by tlie farmsr 
of such opportunities would appear te 
be even more contributory to the geo 
eral good than In the ease of other 
Industries. The spirit of American 
democracy Is unalterably opposed, 
alike to enacted special privilege and 
to the special privilege of unequal op¬ 
portunity that arises automatically 
from the failure to correct glaring 
economic inequalities. I am opposed 
to tlie injection of government Into 
business, but I do believe that It Is uu
